Even if the operator understands 
nothing of the nature of his ignition 
system he should at least familiarize 
himself with the positions of the vari- 
ous wires, their colors and general 
condition. Here the instruction book 
will help a great deal. Then if any 
one of them becomes displaced it will 

be readily noticed. Watch particularly 
for’ cases where one wire chafes 
against another or some piece of metal. 
Such -places should be-protected with 
electric tape, or at least separated so 
that no short circuit may occur. But

The moisture is drawn in by the fan 
and scattered around ‘under the hood. 


Wires which did not leak current 
before will: short circuit during a wet 
spell. The best. method is to run the 
engine and to trace along each wire, 
lifting it away from any place it may 
touch to see or feel if the current is 
leaking through the insulation. Where 
a leak is noted the place must be 
taped. 

A more puzzling problem occurs 
where all the wires from the distrib- 
utor pass through a metal tube. There 
is always the possibility of a short 
from the wires to the tube as the tube 
fs always grounded. Proceed as fol- 
lows: First find out if the current 
enters the suspected wire. fo do this, 
disconnect the wire at the distributor 
end and hold it near its contact to 
see if spark jumps. Of course, if no 
spark is seen the trouble is not in 
the wire, but in the distrioutor. If 
a. good spark occurs at the distributor 
but none at the other end of the wire 
there is a short in between. The wire 
must be pulled out and a good one 
substitued, although the old one may 
be made serviceable again. 

On some systems it: will be found im- 


possible to remove the defective wire, 


so it is necessary to substitute a good 
one between the same points, running 
it along the outeide.of the tube and 
securing it by means of tape.
